FIRE PREVENTION “DONT’S” 


Twenty-one fire prevention "don’ts” that should be observed 
throughout the entire year are listed for special consideration 
during Fire Prevention Week, this week, by Fire Chief James B. 
Aumen. They are: 
Don’t permit rubbish to accumulate in basements, workshops 
or anywhere about the premises. Clean property seldom burns. 
Don’t burn trash, brush or rubbish near buildings, fenres or 
other property, nor permit children to do so. 
Don’t keep ashes in wooden boxes or barrels, or place them 
against wooden buildings or partitions. 
Keep them in metal Te­ 
r r pl aden. 
Don't change your electric wiring without consulting an 
electrician. 
Don't place pennies back of fuse plugs in switch boxes. 
Don’t hang electric light cords on nails. 
Don’t fad to use electric irons with precaution. Tse iron with 
signal or remove plug when leaving iron. 
Don’t fail to place metal covering on floors under stoves and 
protect walls where stoves or furnaces are close to wall. 
Don't pass stove pipes through ceilings, roofs or wooden par­ 
titions. 
Don’t forget to have all flues examined and cleaned, repaired 
where necessary, at least oner a year. 
Don’t fail to provide screens for open fireplaces. 
Don’t connect aas stoves, heaters or plates with rubber hose. 
Don't use gasoline, benzine, naphtha or other inflammable 
liquid for cleaning clothes, especially near light or Are. Use non­ 
inflammable cleaner. 
Don’t use kerosene or other inflammable liquid in kindling 
Ares. 
Don't use liquid polishes near open lights. Many contain 
inflammable oils. 
Don’t thaw frozen pipes by applying torch, or open flame of 
any kind. Wrap pipes loosely with cloths and pour hot water on 
them. 
Don’t allow children to play with matches. 
Keep them in 
safety bos. 
Don't go into closets with lighted matches or candles. 
Don’t fail to remember there Is always danger in discarded 
cigarets. 
Don’t be a party to the loss of a life by carelessnesa. 
Don’t discard gasoline and inflammable liquids in sewer*.
